Am which, a short time ago, would have 
been looked upon as the heaviest calamity 
that could befall Ireland, is to-day re- 
garded asan unmixed blessing. Whereas 
then it would have deprived her of the 
champion of her cause and the only man 
apparently who held the key to her liber- 
ation, to-day it removes the one disturb- 
ing and threatening element in the move- 
ment in her behalf that he himself inau- 
gurated, organized and led to the verge of 
victory. . 

PARNELL lived just long enough to 
survive his usefulness, destroy his power 
and besmirch hisfame. So complete was 
his downfall that the chief interest attach- 
ing to the close of his life is the illustra- 
tion it affords of the remarkable change 
circumstances may suddenly effect in the 
career and reputation of a man, and his 
death is more a piece of news upon which 
to hang a homily than an event influencing 
the serious affairs of men. 

There is sufficient similarity in some 
phases of the careers of PARNELL and Bovu- 
LANGER forthe nearness of their deaths 
and the pitiful conditions of both to sug- 
gest an analogy.

PAR- 
NELL’s fame was nota mere flash aroused 
by the advocacy of a popular fad and 
depending upon the fickle fancy of 
the multitude. It was built upon 
substantial and splendid work in 
a great cause. His original purpose was 
noble and patriotic and he enjoyed solid 
power for many years. The evil influence 
of the woman was more direct, potent and 
manifest in his case, and his fall by reason 
of his environment and training was more 
dishonorable. He added treachery to his 
friends to the betrayal of his party. 

But although PARNELL deserved con- 
demnation the world owes him respect and 
the Irish people gratitude for what he ac- 
complished before fatal error and selfish 
ambition ruined his career. He built a 
monument of good work so enduring 
that he could not destroy it.

Joseph Borrough Murders His Young 
Wife at Girard, III. 

THE POOR WOMAN KILLED WHILE NURS- 
ING HER YOUNG BABE. 


The Murderer Raids a Saloon and Fills Up 
After Committing the Bloody Crime— 
Shot by a Contractor—A Police Sensa- 
tion—Choked to Death-—Other Orim- 
inal News. 


Grrarp, III, Oct. 7.—What was probably the 
most willful, deliberate and cold blooded mur- 
der ever committed in this part of Illinois 
occurred in the southwest part of this city at 
8:30 last evening. The perpetrator of the 
horrible deed was a coal miner here by the 
name of Joseph Borrough and the victim his 
beautiful young wife, Agnes. She was the 
daughter of Mrs. Gleason, a widow who has 
been residing here for some seven or 
eight years. Agnes was a young woman of 
exceptional beauty and appearance and all 
her friends were surprised and mortified when 
about two years ago she accepted in 
marriage the hand of Joseph Borrough, at 
that time of Carlinville, this State. About 
eight months ago a son, still living, was born 
to them and about two months ago she was 
compelled to separate from her husband on 
account of cruelty and drunkenness, since 
which time she has been living in this city 
with her mother and had begun proceedings 
to obtain a divorce. Borrough had often 
threatened to kill her unless she returned to 
his bed and board, and last evening, nerving 
himself with strong drink, proceeded 
to execute the horrible deed. 
Prmed with a double barrel shot- 
gun, loaded heavily with # buckshot 
and iron slugs, he proceeded to the residence 
of Mrs. Gleason, frightening everyone on the 
streets in the vicinity with threats and im 
precations. Arriving at the house he 
stealthily approached a window through 
which he saw his lovely wife sitting, with 
their baby quietly sleeping in a cradle beside 
her. Taking deliberate aim he fired, tearing 
her head and face literally to pleces, and 
killing her almost instantly. He then went 
into the house and for a time drove away all 
comers with his gun. He then went to 
O’Nell’s saloon, told what he had done, drove 
out all occupants, and helped himself to 
such liquors as he desired. He then retreated 
from the saloon through a xear door into the 
darkness, saying as he w Nhat he would 
take his own life. The people were, for the 
time being, shocked and paralyzed by the 
enormity ofthe crime, and might have al- 
lowed the man to escape but for the coolness 
and courage of Policeman John Gleeson. This 
brave officer, with a small number of assis- 
tants, began an immediate search and 
captured the murderer at the coal shaft at 
8:30 o’clock this morning, after a desperate 
resistance. After the capture the prisoner 
talked of the affair freely and seemingly 
without feeling. Indignation runs high, and

now hold their heads so high and cry ‘thief’ 
and ‘scoundrel’ at Ostrander and myself, 
were as guilty of wrong doing as are either 
ofus. They did not steal outright the money 
belonging to the depositors, nor did they 
falsify the accounts in order to keep the de- 
talcation from becoming known to the om

The Swedish Nobleman Who Robbed the 
Ruins of the Cliff Dwellers. 


Donn, Colo., Oct. 7.—The case of Baron 
Nordenskjold, the Swedisn nobleman and 
scientist, son of Baron Nordenskjoid, the 
great explorer, has been dismissed. To a 
correspondent the United States Prosecuting 
Attorney said the trouble came from the 
Ute Indians, who complained to Gen. 
Bartholomew that the graves of their dead 
were robbed on Mesa Vede. It was claimed 
that the Baron violated the United 
States statute prohibiting the setting of 
foot by any foreigner upon any Indian reser- 
vation without permission from the proper 
authority. Mr. Fleming states that the Utes 
are now satisfied that the graves of their 
people are not desecrated and it further ap- 
pears that the relics obtained by Nordensk- 
jold were obtained from a canon about four 
miles from the reservation, and as nostatute 
covers such cases nothing can be done.

Contrary tothis, it seems he fitted 
out a party of eight men and went at once to 
digging and tearing down these ancient 
ruins, gathering an immense amount of rel- 
ics of pottery, skeletons and implements, 
boxing tbem and shipping them by 
express to New York, where they 
were to be shipped to Stockholm. 
How the explorer has 2 to appease 
the wrath of the Indians is not clearly stated 
in the dispatch, and the probability is that 
the Baron is not troubting himself about the 
Indians, buthas managed to gain the good 
will of the authorities, which is of more im- 
portance to him. For years past thousands 
of tourists and deer hunters have visited those 
portions of Colorado where there are ancient 
cliff ruins. While there are many ruins in 
New Mexico, the most interesting are on the 
Ute Indian reservation near Ignacio, Colo.

His Veiled Majesty and His Train Visit 
St. Louis. 


— — 


The Weather Was Unpropitious But the 
Streets Were Crowded With People— 
The Floats Elicited Great Admiration 
—The Route Ourtalled on Account of 
Rain. 


The Veiled Prophet’s procession took place 
last night notwithstanding the rain. As the 
shades of night closed over the city people 
began to assemble along the line of march. 
Later on the car lines leading to the center 
of the city were not only taxed to their 
utmost capacity, but were entirely inade- 
quate to convey the crowds. Hundreds of 
people who were late in getting started had 
to walk down. The threatening aspect of the 
evening was unheeded, and women and 
children joined in the throng withthe same 
zest, as though the elements had on their 


most inviting aspect. 

Those who had erected seats along the route 
realized quitea harvest, seats being sold at 
50 cents a piece and in some cases $1 and even 
$1.50. Windows along the line also yielded a 
handsome revenue. Standing room on the 
sidewalk and many places along the line of 
march were ata premium. This was the case 
especially in the down-town districts. Before 
8 o’clock, the time for the starting of the 
parade, the streets on the line of march 
which were illuminated were so densily packed 


that it was impossible to pass along the side- 
walk. The vicinity of the Veiled Prophet's 
den at Twenty-first and Walnut was the cen- 
ter of attraction for the small boy, who 
peeped through the cracks of the fence sur- 
rounding the den or climbed the telegraph 
poles and trees to try to catch a glimpse. 
THE PAGEANT. 

At last the procession began to move. The 
Prophet came first, headed by a cordon of 
mounted police, who cleared the way. A 
cheer greeted the Prophet’s fappear- 
ance. On the same float with the 
Prophet were his two high priests and sec- 
retary. Then followed the other floats, all 
brilliantly illuminated. 

The procession moved north on Twenty- 
first to Pine, west to Twenty-ninth, north 
to Locust, east to Nineteenth, 
north to Washington avenue, east 
to Broadway, south to Clark avenue, 
east to Fourth, north to Chestnut. The rain 
which had been falling for some time caused 
the parade to be curtailed and the march 
back to Washington avenue was abandoned 
and the Prophet turned his chariot to the 
Merchants’ Exchange where the Dall took 


lace. 

* People held their positions along the line of 
march. Those who had umbrellas used them, 
but the greater portion stoop in the rain 
without auy protection. The side streets 
were lined with carriages, buggies and vehl- 
cles ofalikinds, and the watchers sat in 
them through the cold, weary, ana at times 
wet, watch with admirable fortitude. 

When the word was passed along the line, 
as those things are, that the march was cur- 
talled, a rush was made to the Merchants’ 
Exchange to see the Prophet leave his car- 
riage and enter the hall. Mr. kKenaard 
waited on the Prophet at his carriage and the 
two entered armin arm, followed by the 
prophet’s high priest and secretary.

The arrangements for the occasion were 
rfect in every detail, and gave evidence of 
he splendid management which generally 
characterizes the ball.

WHY sr. LOUIS IS GAINING AT THE 
EXPENSE OF CHICAGO. 


The Chicago Shippers Terrified—They 
Allege Unfair Railroad Rates—Denial 
on the Part of St. Louis Exporters and 
the True Reason Given. ; 


ceipts of wheat at Chicago and the increase 
ofthe shipments from St. Louis is agitating 
not only the Chicago grain dealers, butina 
scarcely less degree those of this city. In 
Chicago it is claimed that the change in 
direction of the wheat crop is not due to 
natural causes, but solely to unfair and 
underhand discrimination against that city 
on the part of certain railroads. If this 
were the case the advantage gained 
by St. Louls could only be regarded as tem- 
porary, and the old conditions of affairs 
would be certain to again prevail within a 
short time. 
NO HOSTILE DISCRIMINATION. 

But the grain dealers of this city are not at 
all inclined to take this view of the matter, 
and assert that the increased proportion of 
shipments is due to causes entirely dissoci- 
ated from railroad rates. Accounts from 
Chicago correspondents of St. Louis firms 
state that grain receivers and railroad of- 
ficiais of that city are hard at work 
endeavoring to discover instances of hostile 
discrimination, butso far without success. 
So serious has been the falling off that rau 
road officials consider it probable that the 
agreement in regard to rates which has been 
adhered to with reasonable strictness since 
spring, will be broken, anda deep cut made 
all along the line. Local shippers have little 
fear of the result of such action, as they have 
assurances that the lines tributary to this 
city will meetany rates made by Chicago 
roads. The reasons given for the change are 
several in number. In the first place, Chicago 
has long been fighting for the trade of the 
Northwest, in Which Minneapolis and Duluth 
are its rivals. 

HARD AND SOFT WHEAT SHIPMENTS. 

The wheat of this district is allof thejvariety 
known as hard, and Chicago inspections have 
been based on the needs of a hard wheat 
market, St. Louis on the other hand 
handles little hard Wheat, and has, at a 
great expense, established a system of grad- 
ing which is famous throughout Europe. As 
Chicago has devoted more and more of its at- 
tention to the hard wheat market, the soft 
wheat of Northern Missouri, Southern Ne- 
braska, and Kansas has gravitated toward 
this city,as foreign purchasers have been more 
anxious to secure St. Louis grades than any 
other. The failure of European crops was 
much more complete and general in the soft 
wheat districts than in those raising hard 
wheat, and as a natural consequence the soft 
wheat markets of this country received most 
benefit. Another cause for the drift from 
Chicago to St. Louis is to be found in the fact 
that countries that have hitherto bought lit- 
tle wheat from the United States are its best 
customers now, and that shipments from 
the Southern ports to Southern Europe, 
in which section the increase in demand is 
most marked, have grown to a remark- 
able degree. This has given rise to the pref- 
erence shown the river over the lake route of 
which Chicago dealers complain, and which 
they ascribe to secret cuts in railroad rates. 

SOUTHERN EUROPEAN DEMAND. 

Another effect of the short crop of Southern 
Europe, which the Chicago kickers have 2 
parently left out of their calculations, is the 

artial or total stoppage of flour shipments 
rom Europe to the Spanish West Indies 
and South America. By a high tariff 
levied on all non-Spanish flour and 2 
the West Indian market has been practically 
closed. At present Spain has no wheat to 
ship, and the tariff has been reduced. This 
trade cannot.be touched by hard wheat 
markets, as only soft wheat flour, and that of 
the best uality, will keep in tropical 
climates. This trade, which is certain to be 
of immense proportions, has therefore come 
to St. Louis. Stillanother cause of the new 
direction taken by the crop lies in the gen- 
eral excellent quality of the grain. 

It has r recognized that poor wheat 
was more likely to grade in Chicago than in 
St, Louls, and when crops were of an inferior 
quality Chicago drew heavily from territory 
naturally belonging to St. Louis. The present 
crop is not only the largest, but by far the 
finest on record, and farmers, knowing that 
it will all grade, prefer to send it toa market 
that has a reputation for strict in- 
spection. The effects of this have been 
most strongly felt. Under these conditions 
it is not necessary to seek a reason for the 
“increase of St. Louis shipments at the ex- 
pense of Chicago in hostile railroad rates. 

FIGHTING FOR THE CORN. 

Accounts from representatives of St. 
Louis houses in Chicago indicate that 
the pressure brought to bear upon the rail- 
roads toinduce them to make a cut is not 
solely exerted on account of the wheat, but 
largely because of a desire to prevent the 
corn crop from goinginthe same direction. 
From orders already received it is certain 
that the corn consumption of Europe 
during the coming winter will be many times 
greater thanever before. St. Louis prom- 
ises most important advantages in handling 
this. Owing to the low cost and bulky char- 
acterof the commodity water transporta- 
tion is of the first importance and the lake 
route will be closed by ice long before the 
great mass of the crop has been moved, while 
the river route will be open during the win- 
ter. The Southern ports, anticipat ng heavy 
shipments, are better provided with vessels 
suited to this trade than they ever have been, 
and unless some very great change in the di- 
rection of lowering railroad rates to the sea- 
board is made the great bulk of the corn crop 
will go abroad by way of St. Louis.
